Tha Proaklyn sirikers continned devoling
Liielr Attention to the Inw yeateriay, and acts of
violoncs were so scafes that hope that the
trouble hail Aboit ended was renewerd.

The elty and the milltary oMicinls wers 8o woll
satiafled with the situation that they declded to
reliava some of the National (luard men on duty.
The confersnce nt which this wak determined
was helil in the Mayor's office. 1t wan attended
Iy Hrig.-tien. Meleer, Judge Advoonte-Gianoral
Grout, Corporation Counnsel Mebonald, Palles
Commilesloner Welles, and the Mayor, After
the conference tien. MelLeer sald that the ciy
autlioritien hiad advised him that some of his
traaps might be sparcd,

= We were called out.” he sald, “simply to aid
thie clvll authorities, and we have reroained at
their service. It is for them to tell us when we
ars no longer needed. 1 will relleve a partof
my command from feld duty, but for the pres.
ent they will be held in reserve at the armories,
1 iave hope that before long peace will be re-
stored and all of the troops may be ealled fn.*”

Later an order was issued that sent nbout one-
half the soldiers to thelrarmories. The hrigade
conslataof the Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Tweniy-
third, and Forty-sevenlh regiments and the
Third Battery, The troops withdrnwn were se-
lected from emch of the organiwatlons. The
places left vacant by the withdrawal of the
Forty-seventh's men were taken by men from
the Thirteenth who have been on reservo duty,
Accurate figures were not obtainable Inst night
of the oumber of men actunlly left on duty, but
it Is In the neighborhood of 1,400, There are
1,800 policemen and T00xpecial policemen, mak-
ing & total foree of about 4,000 to quell disturb.

The most potent factor in bringing poace, it
was sald yesterday, was the counsel qf the
strikers In the various legal proceedings that
have bean bagun, Mr. Delos MoCurdy of this
city and Mirabean L. Towns of Hrooklyn, They
put itin plain langunge to the strikers that so
long ns tue low was violated and hield in cons
templ the men who were gullty of the viols.
tlonn could expoct no rellef, nud would be lonked
upon ns the enemies of soclety that they were,

CONIMTION OF THE ROADS AT PRESENT.

The railroad companies have succeeded in
opening every one of thelr lines, but on none of
them linve they resumed the service that they
wyave before the strike, and on none of them
bave they run cars at night later than 11 o'clock.
Last night wis the first night that they have
run them that Iate, and they were run on only a
fow of the lines. In spite of the fact that all the
lines are opon, however, the strike lesders still
insist that they are bound to win, There nre
constant evidences of weakening, nevertheless,

AN OFFER TO RETURN TO WORK.

An offer was made last Saturday by the
strikers who were employed by the Brooklyn
Helghts Company to return to work on terma
that am i to an ditional surrender.
The offer was made privately to one of the coun-
selof the Brookiyn Heights Company. anid the
fact of {tamaking was not known to any person
outside of the oMelals of the company, the Ex-
ecutive Committes of the strikers, and the law-
yrrs, until yesterday, when n reporter for
Tne Sux lonrned about {t. Even the strikers
thempelves were not aware of it, but thelr habit
of blind obedience to their leaders was deponded
apaon to earry out the mgreement should the
company acoept the terma. There have been
talks from time lu lime between feuresenta-
tives of the men and representatives of the
eompany, and ou (his particular occaslion tha
nuostion of the men gotting back to work wan
troachisd by the representatives of the men,
The offer was to return in a body at the old
terma, which were §2 a day for regulars and
$1.50 for trippers. The comvany had some-
thing over 400 new men in Its employ taking
the place of the strikers. Each of thiesse men
hiad an Individual conteact with the company,
and that contract was to be respected,
men were to retain tneir places until
tracts expired, or until sueh time as
pany dispensed with thelr services, The 400
stricers whose places they had were to be put
on the walting list. and when a vacancy oc-
curred one of them was to boe hired to Al jt.

This was exactly the offer made by Vice-
President Wicker of the Brooklyn City, Queens
anid Sulurban road to the men a week previous,
when the State Hoard of Mediation and Arbi-
teallon was trying to bring about a settlement.
It was rejected Uy the wen then, Leader Con-
aelly sayingscornfully: “It's allor none, Nogood
Gieneral would retreat leaving a part of his men
onthe fleld,” The week, however, had taken sume
of the " corkuesa” out of Connelly, and in it
piace had come n realizing sense of the weak-
Beas of the strikers. At the time the offer was
ninde the situntion was discussed and it wan
esgreed by the represontatives of the men that
the midvantago to the public and to the com-

the con-
the come-

pany  wouldd  be  docalenlable.  Flest it
was  eald  that Jf the agreement wan
made it would probably put  an  end
to all violence, Neoxt, the company would

be cuabled to put in immediate operation all its
lines, and with no viol the confidence uf the
travelling public would return, and there would
be an pmmedinte return of business.  Again,
thers would he no boveott Ly labor organiza-
tions. While it was admitted that hoycotts wel-
fom amounted to s great deal, what Hittie they
dld amount to would be saved. Another point
was the iImmediate release of the militia, wlhich
waoili save the taxpayers of the city, the rail.
road company included, an enormons amount of
money, It was further safd that refusal on the
part of the company to sccept the propoaition
placed it in the position of kicking s man when
L was down,

“The men give in that they are whipped,* it
wassald, * why inaist on rubbing It in."

The proposition was rejeoted by the coms
pany’s representative. The company was willing
totake the men back as Individuals, ss Mr,
Loawis had stated many times, [t would not
tuke them back inn bdy, The revresentatives
of the men said that If they wero taken back as
Inibividunls that would mean the destruction of
thsir organization. That one point they would
ROt vonseut Lo,

All this was vigorausly denled yesterday by
thie leaders at Mugge's Liall, the headguariers
of the strikers. It was sald that any statement
thial any offer whatever that Involved & sur.
render of the men on any point was a deliberate
Heo Minor oMeinls of the company aiso denied
it truth, but no higher oMolals of 1he company
could be fuund to discuss it. Despite the de-
nimle the fucts are as stuted above

Ihis offer of the men was entirely apart from
thie (etter wrltten by Connelly, Monday, offering
o urder all the men back to work., It was

Few windows wers smashod and not many of
the nonsuninn motormen were assanlted yoster-
day,  Ooe non-union man was grabhed Ly o
couple of strikers a8 he was coming down the
stepn of the clevated rond at Third svenue and
Fiftv.elghth street, on his way to the Thind
avenue stables, where he works,  Hofore they
cotld do any serious domage, however, a couple
of milittamen of the Twenty-ithird Heglment
who were stationed near by, intervened
escorted the motorman in safety to hiscar. No
sitempt was made 1o nrrest the aesailants and
they -]nirklf disapponared.

Early in the morolng u crowd gathiered at the
corner of Myrtle and Sumnor avenues, where n
number of workmen from the Brondway stinbles
were sprinkling salt on the track. Ones or twice
they made threatening demonstratlons, but were
kept back by Policsmen Stonthof and Evans of
the wmounted squad,  After the deparinre of the
salt wagon the orowd continued to hang weonmd,
snd  the policemen remnin in the vicin.
Ity. About an  hour later Evans saw i
min nuempliuf to ent the trolley wire on the
same corner.  He rodo np o the spot and wr-
rested the wire cutter, who said he was Heenard
Donohue, an  ex-motorman, He WA Hul b -
qlll'ntlf arralgned in the Lee Avenue Conrl and
held in §300 bail,

AtDo'elock thers was a acrlmmage at Third
and Bay Ridge avenues, in which i wo men wern
nrrested, A mob gathie to wateh & number
of linvmen who were at work, without polics
protection, mending some of the wires whici
were ent at that polot on Tuesdny night. The
erowil jeered the workmen and made insulting
remarks. At firet the linemen paid no stten-
tion, Finally the taunts becsme unbearable
wiil the six linemen jumyped off the wagon and
made for their tormentors. A free flcht fol.
lowed, It which i'hn Ilneme* wers getting the
worst of It when Polleeman Metireovy and two
other ofMeers rushisd “Q’ attracted by the tn-
mult. They arrestedd William Busly of Ninety-
first atreet and Fifth avenue amd Henry ML
tarvios of Fifty-seconil street anid Secod ave-
nue, and dispersed the rest of the crowd.

Jdames Ploder, o copductor oun the Fulton
streot line, was nssanlted yesterdny nfternoon at
Fulton street and Alabama avenue by Willism
Dickerson, who pounded Lim and trierd to drene
him off thevcar, whilo n small crowed of svmpa.

Pinder resisted
aod managed to hang on until Policeman tiih-
bons enme np wnd took charge of Dickerson,
William Walsh, driver of & beer truek for How-
ard & Fuller, held up a oar on the Fulton street
line for seversl minutes by driving his wagon
upon the track and stopping there, He was ap-
parently intoxicated, amd refused v drive out of
the way when Policeman Bansell ordersd him
te. He was plaoed under arrest and the ear pro-
coeded on its way., Two other truck drivers an-
sanlted motormen by striking them with thoipr
whips as they drove by, and in each case they
were arrested,

Trull 0of New York
city, The application asks the Atlorney-tien-
eral to begin an action to annul the clarter of
the company for fallure to properly operate Its
lines during the strike.

Mr. Moses mddressed the Attormey-(ieneral,
